Tropic  who  have  been  in  the  armed  services  know 
a lot  about  waiting.  They -have  spent  most  of  their 
careers  waiting  to  enlist,  waiting  for  a course,  wail- 
ing to  be  posted,  and  when  they  are  posted,  waiting 
tn  find  someone  who  knows  why  they  are  there. 

With  all  that  experience,  you  might  think  they 
would  get  to  like  waiting,  or  at  least  get  used  to  it.

Waiting  habits  vary  from  one  nation  lo  another.

Englishmen,  therefore,  wait  in  queue*,  and  North 
Americans  often  wait  in  struggling,  clamorous 
masses.  When  North  Americans,  are  jammed  to- 
gether in  one  place,  they  refuse  lo  recognize  the  fac  t 
and  continue  to  behave  as  though  they  were  roaming 
through  the  woods. 

In  Britain,  certain  entertainer*,  called  ‘•buskers," 
make  a living  by  playing  to  people  who  are  watting  in 
a queue — usually  a theatre  queue  For  all  I know, 
the  busker*  may  queue  up  for  a chance  to  entertain  at 
any  given  place,  and  others  buskers  in  turn  enter- 
tain them.

U with  the  awarding  of  contract  on  tm*

That  simply  was 
the  request  of  the  municipal  boards  who 
have  to  set  the  tax  ratesv  To  have  /aich 
a request  brushed  aside  in  the  particular 
fashion  done  will  not  smooth  the  path  of 
the  Greater  Victoria  School  Board  with 
city  and  district  councils  during  the 
remainder  of  this  year.  Nor  will  it  com- 
mand itself  particularly  to  the  taxpayers 
at  December  next.  The  heiter  a case  is 
the  more  readily  it  can.  be  explained.  It

We  agree  with  the  trustee  who  said 
that  there  is  need  for  closer  liaison  between 
the ‘administrative  and  taxing  bodies  but 
the  first  overture  from  the  latter  has  been 
turned  down.

Victoria  itself  had  to  remodel  its  public 
lihrarv  for  $L''.50,0(X),  instead  of  spending 
$1,500,000  on  a new  one.  Sc  hools  cannot 
be  built  regardless  of  cost,  no  matter  what 
the  urgency.  It  is  always  the  right  time 
to  examine  pubUr  expenditure,  and  where 
there's  a will  there  i.s  often  a way  to  jwre 
costs. 


Sifting  the  Facts 


A 5%  n new  member  to  the  Legislature 
Dr.  Giovandn  may  be  unfamiliar  with 
fas  experience  last  session  with  the  Buttle 
I^ake  project,  but  he  is  from  the  Nanaimo 
constituency  and  should  have  some  under- 
standing of  the  public  doubts  that  have 
arisen  over  the  pressed  power  commis- 
sion dam.  As  Mr.  Harold  Winch  enlight- 
ened him.  it  i«  still  a moot  point  in  many 
minds*  whether  or  not  the  right  thing  to 
do  is  go  ahead  as  planned. 

That  Is  the  reason  for  the  government's 
appointment  of  a legislative  committee  to 
review  the  situation  before  the  die  is  cast 
bevnnd  recovery.  It  is  not  yet  clear  that 
sufficient  thought  has  been  given  by  the 
power  commission  to  an  alternative  site 
for  the  dam.  or  that  all  the  factors 
Involved  have  Iwvn  weighed  with  equal 
concern.  Strathcona  Park  is  a trust  for 
the  future  if  not  highly  regarded  for  the 
present,  and  it  should  not  he  lightly 
spoiled  if  with  foresight  and  care  the 


interests  of  power  and  recreation  can 
holh  he  served.  A one-sjded  solution  Of 
the  problem  is  not  nin-essarily  the  only 
answer. 

Few  will  quarrel  with  tiie  decision  of 
the  1-egislflture  after  due  and  proper 
inrprtrv  is  made  into  the  pros  and  cons  of 
the  case.  The  present  review  is  being 
undertaken  because  the  last  Legislature 
was  denied  that  chance  when  a one  a. ill. 
resolution  was  thrust  at  a tired  House  in 
the  closing  rush  of  the  session,  in  direct 
denial  of  a solemn  promise  previously 
given.  Not  until  now  has  the  Legislature 
had  real  opportunity  to  decide  on  a 
matter  that  is  peculiarly  its  own,  the  dis- 
position of  a public-  park  in  its  trust.  F.ven 
the  present  inquiry  perforce  will  be  some- 
what hurried,  hut  at  least  it  will  offer  the 
assurance  that  the  House  has  given  more 
than  perfunctory  attention  to  a whfect 
that  has  aroused  contentious  public  inter- 
est and  on  which  it  is  well  that  it  should 
have  the  final  word. 


Mount  Katmai  Erupts 

a 


SII.FNT  for  41  years,  Mount  Katmai,  or 
a nearby  neighbor,  erupted  last  week 
with  an  impressive  show.  Smoke  rose 
to  .30,000  fppt  and  ashes  covered  the 
neighboring  valleys.  The  7.250-foot  crater 
i*  set  in  a desolate  scene,  so  there  was  no 
loss  of  life  or  property.  Interest  in  the 
evpnt  U heightened  hy  the  prediction  of 
volcanologists  that  it  would  happen.  They 
are  sniff  to  have  hit  upon  the  right  year. 
1*453.  and  Katmai  obligingly  has  responded. 
There  is  some  reason  to  suspect,  however, 
that  Katmai  would  have  uttered  this  brief, 
if  profound,  sigh  whether  scientists  had 
been  watching  it  or  not.  Necessity  upon 
the  part  of  the  earth  to  shift  some  infernal 
pressure  l«  operating  around  the  world 
riailv  at  some  place. 

Nevertheless,  Katmai's  slight  respira-. 
tion  is  of  humnn  interest.  Probnbly  no 
atomic  homb  could  produce  an  equivalent 
result  «o  naturally  and  effortlessly.  There 
were  no  tricks  or  treaties  about  It.  Katmai 
was  selected  as  the  vent.  Nature  did  the 
rest,  and  no  doubt  fplT  the  better  for  it. 
Pressure  which  might  have  been  released 
disastrously  at  some  other  point  around 
the  great  Pacific  bowl  where  there  is 


habitation  was  given  off  harmlessly  in  the 
wilderness.  Philosophically  at  least,  it 
would  be  nice  if  human  pressures  could  be 
vented  as  peacefully  and  with  as  little 
damage.  The  trouble  with  humanity,  how- 
ever, i.s  that  it  bottles  up  its  steam,  ties 
down  the  salve  and  then  wonders  at 
the  inevitable  explosion  which  one  day 
eventuates. 

Volcanologists  will  make  a pinpoint  on 
their  charts  at  the  spot  represented  by 
Mount  Katmai.  They  will  It**  in  some  posi- 
tion to  say  that  tha  eruption,  having 
come  there,  will  not  now  la*  vented  at 
some  other  equivalent  place.  There  is  wel- 
come news  in  this,  because  the  British 
Columbia  Coast  and  Vancouver  Island  are 
in  the  same  general  littoral  region.  It  is 
pretty  safe  to  predict  that,  say  the  Legis- 
lative Buildings— as  distinguished  from 
their  contents — will  not  now*  erupt  at  the 
crest  of  some  new  and  hitherto  unsus- 
pected volcano.  Some  of  the  Gulf  Islands 
are,  in  part  extinct  volcanoes.  Katmai's 
sigh  may  have  relieved  pressure  on  them, 
for  41  years  or  41  centuries.  In  that  ♦ime 
Anyih’ng  could  happen,  even  to  the  extinc- 
tion of  volcanoes.
